Prof. Wintz mentioned the professor 
of pathology, Maj. Sittenfield,.of Co- 
lumbia university; Dr. Robert Arens, 
Michael Reese hospital, Chicago; Dr. J. 
Henry Schroeder of Cincinnati, and Dr. 
Robert H. Millwee of Dallas, Tex., as 
being among his visitors. 
‘““We are not performing miracles or 
working witchcraft,” he said. “Our 
greatest successes have been in treat- 
jing: two forms of cancer peculiar to 
'women. During a period of three years 
we have obtained 83 per cent success. 
“Of course, this applies’ to tumors 
no larger than the fist and where the 
patient is otherwise normally healthy. 
The percentage of success is smaller 
where the tumors are more difficult to 
reach. 

“TIT have about 400 stndente who 
are now using my instruments. The 
Seitz-Wintz .treatment is administered 
from three to fourteen hours. Usually 
one treatment is enough. In certain 
cases operations follow. 

“For instance, in stomach cancer, | 
after administering Roentgen rays, it 
is necessary to open a new channel, 
because the old one is likely to be 
closed, as the X-rays, in destroying the 
cancer, also shrink the organs, 


X-Ray Doses Measu 
“I believe the -mogt important thing 
is the measuring of the rays, which for 
the first time in history was achieved 
in my clinic. With that goes the stand- 
ardization of ray doses. Prof. ‘Seitz, 
my predecessor, and I definitely fixed 
na system of biological units based 
on the electro-mechanic measurement 
of Roentgen rays. The value of the 
system lies in the fact that for the 
first time definite quantities of X-rays

Washington, D. C., July _6.—The 
Sam Browne belt, worn by officers of 
foreign armies and Americans who 
saw service overseas, was approved 
today as part of the regulation issue 
uniform for officers of the United 
States army. Under the orders all 
officers in uniform will be compelled 
to wear the belt beginning July 15. 
Members of the army nurse corps 
and warrant officers are not permitted 
to wear the belt. 

Gen. Pershing and his staff con- 
tinued to wear the belts upon thelr 
return from Europe, but all other of- 
ficers were ordered to discard them. 

Officers declared today the belts im- 
prove the uniform’s appearance and 
aid in carrying sabers and side arms, 
by removing the weight of such bur- 
dens from the waist to the shoulders.

YOUNG FOES QF BOLSHEVIKI REACH CITY 


Fifty prospective citizens arrived in Chicago yesterday from Siberia. The youngest is 3, the oldest 14, and they are all Polish refugees 
whose parents died checking the advance of the bolsheviki. Mrs. Mary Brant and three other Polish relief workers supervised the journey. 
At the Union station the children were met by four members of the relief committee of the Polish National alliance, who led them straightway 
to a lunchroom. Then they were separated—some to go to school at Niles, Ill., others to Manitowoc, Wis., Reading, Pa., and New Britain, 
Conn. | In all, 300 refugees have been brought to this country by the Polish alliance since Christmas. )

“This means that, without conferring 
immediate benefits on ex-service men, 
the country would be committing itself 
to a stupendous indeterminate liability 
which, once assumed it would have to 
carry through, no matter how embar. 
rassi@ it might prove to the finances 
of the government and the business of 
the country when the time comes for 
fulfillment. 

“Incidentally, this feature of the 
bill tends to mislead the people into 
the belief that in some way the pro- 
posed program can be accompished 
without imposing a serious burden on 
the treasury or the country. The re- 
sult is to secure for the bill move 
favorable consideration than it could 
receive were the situation presented in 
its true light.

“It could be financed only by adding 
to the burden of debt and taxes under 
which the country is now staggering. 
However financed, no such sum could 
-be taken out of the public treasury 
without throwing a corresponding load 
upon the whole people in the form of 
increased interest charges, increased 
taxes, and increased cost of living. 

“This burden, moreover, would be 
in addition to that already imposed in 
most of the states, which have provid- 
ed bonuses in varying degrees of° lib- 
erality to the veterans. 


Bad for Liberty Bonds. 


“The market for outstanding gov- 
ernment securities would be adversely 
affected, and the patriotic holders of 
Liberty bonds, instead of looking for- 
ward to improved market conditions, 
would have to face the threat of fur- 


ther depression. I know of no one 
thing, for example, that would so

“It seems particularly inappropriate 
to give present consideration to the 
measure when we still have before us 
the pressing problem of revising the in- 
ternal tax laws and finding sufficient 
revenues to meet the existing require- 
ments of the government. 

“This problem must be dealt with in 
the midst of extreme and widespread 
industrial depression. These conditions 
affect not only every industry in our 
own country but are world-wide, and 
our past experience furnishes no sure 
guide as to their duration.” 


Chicagoan Offers Bill 
for Indefinite Bonus 


Washington, D, C., July 6,—[Spe- 
cial.J—Adjustment of compensation for 
veterans of the world war on the basis 
of the difference between pay they 
received from the government and 
what they could have earned in their 
regular vocations is provided for in a 
bill introduced in the house today by 
Representative Alfred M. Michaelson 
of Chicago. This bill is indorsed by 
the American Soldiers, Sailors and Ma- 
rines’ association, with headquarters in 
Chicago. What the total amount of 
such adjusted compensation would be 
has not been figured out, but would 
probably be more than would fall due 
under the pending bonus bill.

Chicago, June 29.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une.J]—At last you have taken interest 
in the: ex-soldiers’ cause” and I hope 
you realize success. I have followed 
your various articles dealing with vari- 
ous phases of official red tape that go 
to complicate the means of obtaining 
justice for these soldiers. Still there 
remains an angle that none of them 
seem to see—that of the specialist. 

For example, take the case of J. G., 
1,673,201. A man enlisted June, 1917; 
served eighteen months in France, in 
four major encounters, evacuated to a 
hospital during either the month of No- 
vember of December, 1918; returned to 
Camp Grant and received his discharge 
June 8, 1919. Previous to granting him 
his discharge a few doctors had him 
under observation for a day. They were 
at a loss to account for his loss in 
weight, he weighing 180 pounds when 
he enlisted and only weighing 160 pounds 
on his discharge. He went to, work the 
first week in July at railroad work; but 
after a few months couldn’t perform his 
work. So he decided to see a doctor. 
One doctor diagnosed his.case as t. b. 
He was not satisfied, so he called in 
another, who prescribed for him, telling 
him to rest and carefully follow instruc- 
tions, take medicines, etc. All this time 
he was confined to his bed in a Boarding 
house at the usual rates, doctor’s charges 
additional. He was without relatives. 
Finally he called in another doctot who 
learned his funds were low, and who ad- 
vised him to visit the Red Cross.

At. Atlantio City there is a consfderaffle revolt 
against what the revolters consider the old-fogeyism 
ot the beach rules that prescribe considerable skirts 
and complete stockings far bathers not lucky enough 
to be males.

At Coney Island and other municipally controlled 
beaches in the vicinity of New York, as well as at 
many resorts along the New Jersey cast, it is still 
considered immodest for ladies to go swimming or) 
bathing without encasing their legs in unabbreviated 
stockings. The length of skirt is also legally pre- 
scribed, and is usually quite sufficient to make swim- 
ming a painful effort.

In Chicago 
there is still more latitude, and the length of a bath- 
ing skirt does not greatly perturb the muniefpal au-| 
thorities. And so on, till the Pacific coast is reached, 
and there almost “ anything goes.” 

It would be hard work to persuade any one, even 
a New Yorker, that New York is more moral orsmore 
modest than the middie west. Yet it is a fact that 
New Yorkers who have been accustomed to seeing 
female bathers concealingly arrayed, - not to say 
swathed, are amazed at the trans-Appalachian free- 
dom ef the sands.

This is an excellent example of the theory of 
reciprocity which appears to be essential if trading 
features of the tariff are to be developed under the 
powers conferred by the bill upon the President in 
a manner which will stimulate our foreign trade 
anil enable us to sell abroad as well as to buy at 
home. The bill grants sufficient powers for all rea- 
sonable reciprocal trading arrangements, and it is 
. to be hoped that, in cases where trading features 
of the tariff are hot specifically provided for, am- 
ple ayrangements may be made to adjust the sched- 
ules in such a way as to provide for the general 
good of the country rather than for the good of 
any limited line of production. : 

Such an arrangement, as in the automobile 
schedule, ought to stimulate our production and 
trade along lines of efficiency rather than to reduce 
the necessity for such efficiency by the erection of 
an impassable tariff barrier.’ The automobile mak- 
ers are anxious to have tariffs on automobiles re- 
duced because they know they can make better 
cars for the money in this country than can be 
made in any other country. They are not afraid 
of foreign competition in this market because their 
superior standards, the efficiency of their workmen, 
their sources of materials, and their system of 
production are such that they can undersell for- 
eign cars made with less efficiency, and more ex- 

pensive raw materials. 

That is the best possible form of protection, a 
form never subject to change or injury through a 
change in national policy. It assures profits to 
employers and employés alike. It means high 
wages and low prices through the process of high 
production per unit of labor. The higher this pro- 
duction may be and the better the quality of the 
product the stronger is the position and the greater 
the possible returns for both the business and the 
workman. With such efficiency in workmansifip 
and management the automobile manufacturers 
welcome foreign competition in this country if it 
carries with it the possibility that they will be 
allowed to compete in foreign countries.
